The people of the state of Wisconsin, represénted
tn senate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioNn 1. The copyists of the assembly shall Increasing per

be paid at the rate of three dollarsand fifty cents assemoly
($3.50) per day from March 20, 1889, deducting ®™Ploves.
therefrom such sums as may have been paid them
for copying by the folio subsequent to said date.
The chief clerk of the assembly shall certify to
the secretary of state the names of the persons
whose compensation is increased by this act, and
there is hereby appropriated a sufficient sum of
money out of the state treasury to pay such addi-
tionalcompensation to such employes.

SEcTioN 2. This act shall take effect and.be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
